The candid r@gder, on being made ac- 
quainted with the peculiar circamflances 
of Mr. Rogers, will look upon this poem, 
# a performance which, taken together, 
refle€ts honor on the author. The bett of 
poets have written their firff pieces; and 
it will hardly be prefumed that their frr/? 
have been equal to their /efl. Although 
it is believed that no man can become a 
good poet, unlefs endowed with a natural 
talent—ftill if mufl be admitted that much 
art and praétice is requifite to biing the 
moft fhining talents to perfeétion. 

Mr. Rogers’ opportunities for improve- 
ment in fcience and !iterature, have been 
very few. He is the fon of a refpeétable 
mechanic of this city, and ferved out a: 
@pprenticefhip with his father, He, how- 
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ever, difcovered an early attachment to 
books, and embraced every advantage for 
improvement within his reach. On the 
expiration of his apprenticefhip, his defire 
for an academical education became too 
powerful to be refifled. He entered Ua- 
ion College, at Schene@lady, and purfued 
his fludies with fuch application and in- 
dufiry that he has now compicted his ed- 
ucation. 

The title of the poem is enough to fhew 
that it is of a political caft; and a few 
extraéts will give the reader a pretty cor- 
re&t idca of the fentiments of the writer. 
In making thefe extra&ts, care has been 
taken to fele&t /ome of the beft paffages. 
The obje€tionable parts are left for the in- 
veftigation of thc fe who are fond of view- 
ing the dark fide of every thing. 

In his preface, the writer fays,

For preferving Clover Hay, and improv- 
ing the favor and quality of Straw. 


Is a day crtwo after your Hay is 


cut, when only about half dried, let it be | 
takenin and packed with alternate layers | 


ot flraw ; give to each layer of clove: 
four or five half pints of fault, or more in 
proportion tothe quantity of Hay : thiee 
pints tothe hundred weight will prevent 
the fermcntation, or exceflive heat, which 
injures and moulds it. By not drying the 
hay as much as common, and putting it 
up as above mentioned, it imparts to the 
ftraw the flavor and ‘SoA of the quality 
of clover, and cattle eat one as greedily 
as the other. 
How to preserve Clover ix its green flate. 

Teke m your grafs trom the iwath, cut 
it down as you would ftraw, on Symior’s 
or Kirk’s cutting machine ; pack it weil 
down in aclofe apartment or hoyfheads, 
giving a pound of falt to every hundred 
weight.—By preferving in this way you 
will have a beautiful green hay, exceed 
ingly fragrant and nourifhing, 
rior to ay other fodder, efpecially tor 
milch cows. It is not more expenfive
